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1) ...death at any moment was informed that an old man that 
stood over him all night, answered his call to execution while he 
slept. But I'm Jean Simon de Louiserolle he cried! In bitter tears 
he realized it was his father that had taken his place. Three days 
later the Reign of Terror was over. Robespierre was executed 
and the son released from prison. Although no illustration, not 
anecdote, not parable could detail what took place in our text 
tonight, the story of Jean Simon de Louiserolle and his father, 
yield up a fitting yet faint description of my title: He Tool My 
Place! He was the sacrificial lamb offered up in my stead. In the 
text before us tonight we see the lamb of God being offered up 
for sinners. 

2) ...charge that Jesus was a threat to the rule of Rome! But yet 
these charges can been seen through in this civil trial. 


3) ...one to come to the defense of Jesus. Vs 14 Why what evil hath 
he done! In the gospel of John and Luke we find him repeating I 
find not fault with this man. He even goes so far as to try to 
wash his hands of the whole matter in Matthew. Jesus was 
inspected and found to innocent spotless! Guiltless! A lamb with 
our spot and without blemish! 


1) ...head saying this is my substitute. All four gospels contain the 
Jesus for Barabas substitution and for good reason. It is a blatant 
depiction of the Saviour for the sinner! 


2) ...picture of the natural man! Refusing to submit to Gods 
boundaries. Driven by hate and aggression! That is you and I in 
out lost condition! 


3) ...supporters of Barabas there to see to his release. Where are 
the followers of Jesus! Where are the myriad of lives changed 
forever by the virtue of Jesus. Where are you Bartimaus? Where 
are you Jairus? Where are you Peter? Where are you Ronnie 
when your opportunity to sound out for the Kingdom! It sould 
have been me up there with a crowd that had every right to 
scream for my execution, but he, the innocent took my place! 


4) 2 Corinthians 5:21 For he hath made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made the righteousness of God in 
him. 
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1) but not bowed to his saving gosple! 


2) ...but he took my place! "Bearing shame and scoffing rude, In 
my place condemned He stood!" One author writes "All his 
suffering was not designed to arouse our pity but to assure us of 
the extent of His love! 


3) ...saved child of God. Paul said in Gal. 2:20 Jesus Christ who 
loved me and gave himself for me!
